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The Proceedings at the Aſſixes in 
SOUTHWARK, &c.- 
dwelling lately in Fiſhmongers-efy in

indicted, that not having the fear of God be- 
fore her eyes, but moved by the inſtigation of 
.the Devil, on the 25 day of September laſt, 
wickedly, traiterouſly, and of her malice fore- 
thought, with a pair of $izzars which ſhe held 
in her right hand, ſhe had killed and murdered 
her Husband, giving upto bim one mortal 
wound on the left fide of his Breaſt wear the 
left Pap, of the breadth of half an Inch, aud 
mn of 3 Inches, of which he immediately 


He moſt ſad and remaikable Tryal at 
this Aſlizes, was that of a Womano 


The Caſe appeared to be thus, as well by the 
Evidence, as by her own voluntary confeſſion 
at the Bar, This woman and her Husband had 
been together at the Ale houſe; and ſhe now 
alicadged, that though ſhe drank not above a 


pintaud a half, yet ſhe was light- headed. Some

diſpute aroſe between them there concerning 
a filver Seal, and-a Grater, end ſome other toys 
which he had taken trom her, ad reluGag to 
ret urn them, ſaid, he would give them to ano- 
ther woman: When they came home the de- 
marded them again, and ſaid ſhe would go look 
above ſtairs where he had hid them z hereupon 
a Quarrel begun, and be was ſeca by ſome of 
the oppbſite Neighbours to ftrike her with 2 
Fire hovel , inſomuch that ſhe pretends he 
knockt her down, ard that ſhe lay in a trapcey 
From which being recovered, ſhe got up theſe 
Sizz3rs intending to go to work with them ac- 
cording to her cultome at the Ally gate till his 
fury were over ; but hecatchiag up a Frying- 
pants beat her agatn, ſhe held them forth to 
keep him off, who was ſo violeat, that, having 
his Boſom all open to the skin, he run upon 
them, and thereby got this miſchief z which 
ſhe no ſooner perceived, but ſhe eodeavoured. 
when ſhe (aw bim fall to give him ſome Syr- 
tups 4 but finding bim ready to die, was tright- 
ed, and went forth, leaving bim lying on the 
stairs, going into WIe, where ſhe 
declzred that ſhe had unfortunately killedhay 
Husband : ſhe now proteſted very paſſionately 
her innocence as to any.mtemion wt musdeting 
him 5 but that he died by er means, ftreh ar- 
knowledged. Twas proved by fererat that 
fhe had often threatued to do his buſineſs ; and 
one [wore that the once heard_the Priſoner (ay 
ſhe weuld poiſon him. A young Maiden ſtept

into the houſe after ed ilch done, ang* 
ſeeing the man lie on the Stairs, asked the now 
Priſoner if her Husband were 


with her own buſineſs, and fox | 
out 3 but the Girltelling Neighbours, ſome of 
them entred, and found the man juſt a dying, 
being onely ſeen to ſt ir one hand. Whereupsn 
ſoon after the Priſoner was taken, and conleſ- 
ſed as you ha ve heard. Upon copfideration at 
all circumſtances the Jury fanod ber guity of 
the Petty-Treafons for which ſhe receiyed 
Sentence 8 to d eat. n 
Fhe next we ſhall mantioa,weretwo High- 
way mem: Oe of them difgracing.his Educa- 
tion and Proſe ſſion v ith thoſe wicked and abo- 
minable practiſes of villany and miſchief. For 
on the leth of Mex laſt, he asd, ne of hi 
Companions being off of Fang, ſet upon a 
Gentleman, threatoing his life it, he did nat 
ſpeedily. deliver: whereupon hedelizer'd hem. 
Twenty pound ; beſides which they took/from 
him a Kapier, but did: got. ſearch; hig for he 
bad more; money; abqus him which) be. laved ; 
however, they cut his horſe bridle and tured 
him looſe.. As ſoon as they were gane, he, gat 
to 2 houſe and raie d the Hue ang Cry, where»:

flung down the mou? bat the Country being 
up, took them notwithſtanding : and upon full 
evidence, being now Convitted, they received 
Sentence of Death, 

There was a-perfon arraigned upon two fe- 
veral Indictments for ſtesling a bay Guelding 
from one man, and a cheſnut Mare from ano- 
ther. He bad lately been married, and went 
down into the Country pretending to fetch 
money z bur inſtead thereof, brought up theſe 
Horſes, and got his Brother-in-taw to vouch 
them in $*:itbfield : bur they beiog ſoon after 
found, and he diſcovered, he offered to pay 
Eighteen pounds for them; a new trick of a 
Focky to ſteal horſes firſt, and enquire the pri- 
ces 1 Upon ſuch pregnant Evidence 
he was found guilty and received Sentence. 

A fellow was found guilty of Felony, for 
ſtealing Five porinds in money, two Shirts, and 
other thing from one that had lately been his 
Maſter. He way ſoon taken, and part of the

On Awnday there were Four tried upon In- 
di&tments for Murder ʒ but none found guihy. 
One, a wench for killing her Baſtard-childe at

great noiſe iu the night; but her Miſtriſi think - 
ing it common fickneſs, took no notice of it. 
'Upod tlie” ſue was acquitted. * 80 was a 
Waterman for killing a young man of the ſame 
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Trade, who quartelliag with him about money 
for a Fate, he did ſtrike him one box on the 
Ear, and ga ve him one kick, but as 'twas prov'd 
not vialently ; yet ſo fatally, that the fellow 
ſickned and ſhortly after died. However, no 
murderous intention appearing, he was diſ- 
chargd. The third was a” Bayliffs follower, 
who going to arreſt one, and a ſcutfle ariſiog, 
to ſecure their, priſaner they n blows, 
mad with much ado carried him to Jayl, where 
ſoon after he died 3 upon which he was proſe- 
cured, but found not guilty. The ſourth was 
a man for the ſuppoſed Murder of a childe

A ſellow having ſnatcht away a $ward, 
from one in Soutbwark-Fair, parely in zeſt 
and more in earneſt, was now found guilty 
of ſtealing it: And ſince he was fo fond of 
a Sword, may haye occaſion ſhortly to uſe 
one; being ordered for Tranſportation. 
Fgeveral other petty Tryals we omit.
